GENERAL  HINTS  FOR  THE  CULTURE  OF  HYACINTHS 


All  Hyacinths,  no  matter  their  purpose,  should  be  unpacked  immediately  upon  receipt,  and 
if  not  planted  at  once,  kept  in  a  cool  place.  Cultivation  in  glasaoai  The  water  should 
be  as  near  to  the  base  of  the  bulb  as  possible  but  not  touching  it.  Place  them  in  the  dark, 
in  a  cool  yet  dr)'  spot,  and  add  water  from  time  to  time.  Leave  them  until  they  show  u  bud 
of  approx.  4  inches  when  they  can  be  placed  in  the  light,  protecting  the  bud  by  covering 
with  a  cone  shaped  bag.  When  the  bud  is  sufficiently  green,  remove  the  puper  cover  and 
pluce  in  the  full  light  in  a  moderate  temperature.  Cultivation  Indoors  ■  Plant  them  as 
closely  together  as  possible  with  the  noses  showing  a  little  above  the  surface.  Place 
pots,  cases  or  baskets  in  the  dark,  in  a  cool  yet  dry  spot,  and  keep  them  in  a  moderately 
moist  condition  until  they  show  buds  of  about  3  inches,  when  they  can  be  placed  in  the 
full  light  again.  Cultivation  in  tho  garden  i  Plant  them  3  indies  deep  and  4  inches 
apart.  Cover  them  during  the  winter  with  peat  or  fir  branches.  Dig  the  soil  before  planting; 
manure  is  advisable  hut  abstain  from  using  strong  artificial  manure.  Avoid  planting  in 
shallow  places  which  hold  water  during  the  winter.

CULTIVATION  OF  CROCUS 


They  should  lie  unpacked  and  planted  im¬ 
mediately  upon  their  arrival;  if  this  is  nbt 
possible,  keep  them  in  a  dry  place,  free  from  all  draught,  If  possible.  The  sooner  they  are 
planted  however,  the  better.  Indoor  Cultivation:  Place  them  In  your  lints  or  baskets  so 
that  the  top  of  the  bulb  is  covered  with  ’/«  inch  of  soil  and  put  them  preferably,  in  a  dark 
cellar;  it  is  important  that  the  soil  is  kept  moist.  When  the  shoots  are  about  3  inches  high, 
remove  the  bulbs  into  a  light,  lint  moderately  heated  place.  Too  much  heat  is  harmful  its 
the  flowers  have  a  tendency  to  wither  up.  We  also  recommend  the  method  of  placing  (lie 
bulbs  in  bowls  filled  with  gravel  and  water,  or  on  small  saucers  with  water  only.  Cafe 
should  he  taken  that  the  roots  are  always  touching  the  water.  Even  if  they  are.  allowed  to 
dry,  ror  a  short  time,  their  failure  is  imminent.  Firstly,  place  them  in  the  dark  and  do  not 
remove  them  into  the  rooms  until  they  have  shoots  of  about  3  inches  in  height.  (Yellow 
Crocus  can  only  he  grown  successfully  in  soil,  not  in  water  or  gravel.)  Motherhulhs  Crocus 
are  frequently  used  for  indoor  cultivation  and  will  most  certainly  give  the  best  results.  The 
Crocus  offered  under  the  named  varieties  are  also  suitable,  although  tile  flowers  produced 
are  slightly  smaller.
